- Fo Declare tor Third Term 


‘No Apologies,’ He Says, Diatne Squelch F rom White 
House; His Remarks to Press Conference Sets 
Washington To Speculating Again. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—(?)—Refusing to be squelched by a re- 


buke from the White House, Secretary of Agriculture Wallace bobbed 
up again today with a statement that he still favors a third term for 


President Roosevelt. 

On October 25 Wallace created 
a stir by declaring in San Fran- 
cisco that the war made the de- 
sirability of a third term more 
evident than ever. Coming at a 
time when the administration had 
asked adjournment of politics, the 
remark drew fire from Capitol 
Hill.and prompted Stephen Early, 
presidential secretary, to say that 
Wallace might well have “consult- 
ed the victim” before speaking. 

At a press conference today, 
Wallace was asked whether he had 
made the statement. 

Hasn’t Changed Mind. 

“Yes,” he replied. “I said what 
I thought. I have not changed my 
mind.” 

Then newsmen inquired whether 
the secretary considered the state- 
ment a violation of the political 
truce. 

“I think you'll have to ask the 
White House about that,” Wallace 
said. 

To a query whether he had 
‘*%pologized” he smilingly respond- 
ed: 

“No, I have made no apologies. 
None has been asked.” 

Starts Capital Talking. _ 

Wallace’s latest remarks were of 
interest to a capital to which the 
slightest gradations in the Presi- 
dent’s pleasure or displeasure at 


third term talk are subject matter 
for hours of excited speculation, 

The chief executive has yet’ to 
say a definite and _ irretrievable 
“no” and until he does, few deny, 
this state of things will continue: 

Meanwhile, the President indi- 
cated at Hyde Park today that he 
was still sticking to the truce on 
politics, which was called in con- 
nection with the neutrality debate.

SIX NAZIS KILLED 
BD ARE INJURED IN 
RIPPING EXPLOSION 


Reward of $200,000 Is Of- 
fered for Persons Re- 
sponsible; High Party 
Officials Are Present. 


BERLIN, Nov. 8.—(AP)— 
Adolf Hitler escaped possible 
death or injury by a few min- 
utes today in an explosion 
which _ wrecked the famous 
beer cellar in 
Munich after he had completed 
a fighting war speech. 

The terrific blast brought 
down the ceiling of the spacious 
room, killing six and injuring 
more than 60 among the old Nazi 
leaders who had come together to 
celebrate the famous putsch in 
1923 that failed. 

Hitler Safe. 

Hitler himself, the cheers of his 
trusted comrades still ringing in 
his ears, was safe on an armored 
train speeding toward Berlin when 
the blast let ‘go. 

The men killed were veterans 
of Hitler’s party who now are the 
aristocracy of the Nazi movement. 

But it was stated by authorities 
that none of the distinguished 
leaders of Nazidom was among the 
dead or injured. 

Propaganda Minister Goebbels, 
Deputy Party Leader Rudolf Hess, 
Minister of the Interior Wilhelm 
Frick, Julius Stréieher, “Roberty 
Ley and Sister Pia—the only 
woman who was among Hitler's 
old battlers—had attended the 
party’s anniversary celebration. 

But as far as could be learned 
several hours after the blast, all 
either had left with Hitler or de- 
parted shortly after he had step- 
ped into..his car in Rosenheimer 
street at the conclusion of his ad- 
dress. 


“Foreign Agents.” 

After the confusion subsided 
somewhat authorities said there 
were clues that the blast had been 
arranged by “foreign agents.” 

Great excitement was said to 
exist in Munich, and extraordinary 
security measures were ordered 
throughout the Reich. 

No reason for the belief that 
foreign agents might be responsi- 
ble was given, but the govern- 
ment at once offered a 500,000 
mark (about $240,000) reward 
for the persons responsible—one 
of the largest rewards in Euro- 
pean history. 

The explosion apparently came 
from above in the hall in which 
Hitler and other old guard Nazis” 
planned the 1923 “beer cellar” 
putsch. 

The Associated Press reached 
one of the hall administrators by 
telephone and was told that a 
“terrific charge” of some explo- 
sive had been set off either in an 
upper room or under the floor of 
the upper room.

H.Y.McCord Works, Talks Fishing 
On 85th Birthday Anniversary

“Uncle Henry” McCord was 85 
years old yesterday, but he didn’t 


think there was anything very re- 
markable about the fact. It was 
simply another business day for 
him, though he did make one con- 
cession to the occasion—he slept 
late. 

But Unole Henry, who is known 
to his business associates as H. Y. 
McCord, president of the whole- 
sale grocery firm which he found- 
ed in 1886, came to work just the 
same, looked over his mail and 
saw that everything was running 
smoothly. . | 

Last night he dovted the eve- 
ning to talk of fishing, his favor- 
ite sport, at the annual meeting of 
the Homosassa Fishing Club, of 
which he is the only remaining 
charter member. 

Going Fishing Next Week. 

This organization, composed of 
Atlantans who go each year to 
Homosassa, Fla., to fish in the 
river there, was founded in 1898 
by 14 sportsmen, of whom one was 
Mr. McCord. In 1904, the group | 
was incorporated with 24 mem- 
bers. 

Mr. McCord plans to leave At- 
lanta on November 16 to take his 
annual fling at the heavy biting 
black bass, trout and red fish. He 
hopes to top his record catch, a 
20-pound red fish, on the trip. In 
fact, he has visons of beating the 
young woman who -was fishing 
near him when she pulled out a 
32-pounder. : 

In addition to his love of fish- 
ing, he is an ardent baseball fan, 
never missing a Cracker home 
game except on Sundays, which 
he thinks should be devoted to 
more serious things. 

Saw Sherman’s Raid. 

He was born ‘at Jackson, Ga., 
November 8, 1854, and was a child 
when Sherman marched through 
his town, burning the courthouse, 
the jail and many of the stores in 
the town, two of which belonged 
to his father. His memories of the 
search of his family’s house by 
Yankees are still keen, and he still 
feels resentment for those acts 
which took place in the war so 
long ago. 

And he still hasn’t got much use 


for Yankees, having recently left

the Methodist church to which he 
had belonged all his life, because 
of unification. 

Later he survived a yellow fever 
epidemic at Grenada, Miss. 

In 1885 Mr. McCord came to At- 
lanta, where he went to work for 
Fuller & Sons as a grocery clerk. 
A year later he founded the busi- 
ness which he now heads. 

Watched Atlanta Grow. 

Atlanta at that time was a town 
of about 37,000 people. The busi- 
ness district was on lower White- 
hall street and the wholesalers 
were mostly situated on Alabama 
street. Of the 200 wholesale mer- 
chants who were in Atlanta at 


‘that time, dnly two are now alive, 


Mr. McCord and J. R. Mobley.. 

Mr. McCord is still active. Tie 
few grin wrinkles which he has 
do not look like the signs of ald 
age. His hair is a little thin on 
top, but it is still brown, with 
only a faint sprinkling of gray 
at the temples. His eyes sparkle 
and his voice is firm. 

He is very much interested in 
Salem Camp Grounds, scene each 
year of a picturesque Methodist 
camp meeting. In fact, Mr. Mc- 
Cord drives to the camp grounds 
practically every week. 

No Rules for Health. 

A hard and conscientious work- 
er all his life, Mr. McCord says he 
follows no rules for health. “I 
simply eat and sleep,” he says. He 
has worked since he was 13 years 
old, having started his long busi- 
ness career as a mortar mixer and 
brick carrier. 

Because he has devoted himself 
so strictly to his business, he has 
had little time for social life, but 
he recalls that in 1879, when he 
and Thomas B. Paine were work- 
ing together, his companion was 
quite a social butterfly. 

“And Tom Paine still is a social 
lion,” Mr. McCord said with a 
chuckle, “even if he is 60 years 
old.” 

Yesterday also was the 57th 
wedding anniversary of Mr. and 
Mrs. McCord, who live at 1226 
Ponce de Leon avenue. ?

TO STOP IN ILLNO 


Wires Will Be Cut Off To- 
day; Others Hinge on 
: Hearing. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 8.—()—M. L. 
Annenberg's race news service lost 
its fight to retain wire facilities in 
Illinois today but won the right 
to continue operations in the rest 
of the nation for at least a week. 

The TIllinois Bell Telephone 
Company announced it would cut 
off the wires it had leased to the 
racing information system at 
noon tomorrow after federal Judge 
James H. Wilkerson declined to is- 
sue an order restraining the util- 
ity from breaking its contracts 
with the Annenberg agencies. 

At the same time the jurist: di- 
rected the American Telephone 
& Telegraph -Company to main- 
tain cross-country wires it rented 
to Annenberg’s nation-wide horse 
race news. network until next 
Wednesday, when he planned to 
hear further arguments on the pe- 
tition of Annenberg’s attorneys for 
an injunction to prohibit the A. T. 
& T. from withdrawing the wires.

to produce another small crop next 
year. 


The forecast, based on condi- 
tions November 1, wa# 83,000 bales 
lower than the board’s October es- 
timate, and compared with a 1938 
crop of 11,943,000 bales and a ten- 
year (1928-37) average of 13,800,- 
000 bales. 

Because of a record surplus of 
American cotton, the AAA is ask- 
ing producers to approve strict 
marketing quotas on the 1940 crop 
at a referendum to be held De- 
cember 9. 

If quotas are approved by the 
necessary two-thirds of the grow- 
ers voting, the production goal will 
be about the same as that of the 
past two seasons. The AAA is 
sending printed material to the 
south, saying that rejection of the 
quota system will result in accu- 
mulation of a greater surplus and 
bring lower cotton prices. 

Average Yield High. 

The crop report said the indi- 
cated yield per acre for the coun- 
try was 234.1 pounds, the third 
highest of record and about 10 
per cent above the average of the 
five most recent years. The aver- 
age last year was 235.8, the second 
highest of record. In comparison 
with these recent years, yields 
were much below average in Ala- 
bama, above in North Carolina and 
Georgia, slightly.above average in 
Mississippi, Tennessee and Texas, 
and considerably above average in 
the other important states. 

Weather conditions were said to 
have been unusually favorable for 
picking and ginning of the crop, 
the report asserting that on No- 
vember 1 the percentage ginned 
was much above average. The 
amount ginned prior to November 
1 was reported at 10,085,260 bales.

that it had fixed a value of $2,- 
900,000 on the company’s holdings 
for rate making purposes. Pre- 
viously rates had been fixed on a 
valuation of about $3,500,000. The 
lowering of the valuation of Geor- 
gia Power & Light is the first 
definite action taken by the com- 
mission along this line since it be- 
gan a general inquiry into the 
value of utility properties last 
year. 

The new schedule for domestic 
consumers provides a $1.11 per 
month rate for 15 kilowatt “hours 
or less, 5 cents each for the next 60 
kilowatt hours; 2.22 cents each for 
the next 125 kilowatt hours, and 
1.67 cents each for all over 200 
kilowatt hours per month. The 
10 per cent discount for prompt 
payment is to be continued. 

The old domestic rate fixed the 
price of the first 25 kilowatt hours 
at 7.22 cents each; 5.55 cents each 
for the next 35 kilowatt hours; 
3.33 cents each for the next 140, 
and 1.67 cents each for all over 
200 kilowatt hours per month,

The piece de resistance of the 
program was the magnificent per- 
formance of the brilliant and de- 
manding “Concerto in D major,” 
by Tschaikowsky. 

Revised Work. 

Kreisler revised this work last 
summer in Monte Carlo to play 
with the Monte Carlo symphony 
orchestra, and his revision of the 
work (writing his own cadenza 
and shortening the last movement 
to advantage, as well as a few 
other changes) was so well re- 
ceived that he has included it on 
this season’s tour. The work is 
tremendously difficult, and makes 
unending demands on the artist, 
but. Kreisler gave it a masterful 
and thrilling performance last 
night. The ovation he received 
was answered with “Andante Can- 
tabile,” also by Tschaikowsky. 

The first number, “Concerto in 
C major,” programmed as Vivaldi- 
Kreisler, was really Kreisler’s own 
composition, Mr. Lamson verified 
this yesterday. It was one of the 


for over 30 years under names 
old composers, but were “discov- 
ered” about two years ago to be 
Kreisler’s own. 

The highlight of the last group, 
all Kreisler’s own works, was. his 
“Gypsy Caprice,” (by Kreisler’s 
own confession his favorite of his 
own compositions).

South Needs Food, Feed Crops, 
Fertilizer Delegates Are Told 


Dean Chapman Says First Problem Is To Produce Enough 
on Farms To Be Self-Sufficient; Reads Obituary 
on ‘Cotton Economy.’ 


The immediate need of south- 
ern agriculture is the production 
of sufficient food and feed crops 
to make the farm people self-sus- 


taining, Paul W. Chapman, dean 
of the University of Georgia Col- 
lege of Agriculture, yesterday told 
delegates to the fifteenth annual 
southern meeting of the National 
Fertilizer Association. 

The convention adjourned yes- 
terday after a three-day session at 
the Biltmore hotel.. Other speak- 
ers yesterday were: H. R. Smalley, 
director of soil improvement work 
for the association, and Dr. H. H. 
Zimmerley, director of the Vir- 
ginia truck experiment station, at 
Norfolk. John E. Sanford, of At- 
lanta, is president. 

With the changing agriculture of 
the south as his theme, Chapman 
read the usual obituary notice of 
“cotton economy,” and said south- 
ern agricultural leaders hoped to 
hasten readjustment by pointing 
out that the circumstances which 
brought that economy into exist- 
ence no longer prevail. 

“Periodically in the history of 
commercial agriculture, there come 
times when the type of farming 


must be changed,” the dean said. 
“We of the south are living in 
such a period today. 

“As a result of the decline in 
markets for cotton, we have both 
land and people in the south that 
have lost their former jobs,” he 
continued. “But more significant- 
ly, we have in the southern states 
two and one-half million people 
on cotton-type farms that are just 
as much without a job—in terms 
of our former system of farming— 
as if they continued working in 
a factory that had ceased to exist.” 

Chapman said Georgia’s number 
one farm problem is the low per 
capita. farm income. Other prob- 
lems listed in 6rder of their impor- 
tance, he said, are: living at home; 
eroded and’ impoverished soil; the 
one-crop system; landlord and ten- 
ant relations; inadequate markets; 
low yields per acre; lack of pas- 
tures and roughage; poor utiliza- 
tion of land resources, and lack of 
functioning farm organizations. 

He told the fertilizer men it was 
their auty to present facts to the 
farmers that will show how appli- 
cations of plant food will pay divi- 
dends when applied to crops other 
than cotton.

gantic task which it is, but it’s a 
work that he loves to do; a work 
in which he has had much ex- 
perience; and a work in which he 
hopes always to participate. 


Though he holds one of the 


most important political jobs in 


the county, Mays doesn’t look 
much like a politician.

As far back as he can remem- 
ber, Henry Mays has had but one 
ambition in life: to help his fel- 
low man. 

He first saw the light of day in 
the little town of Hartwell on No- 
vember 30, 1903. The son of a 
Methodist minister, his early years 
were spent in traveling from town 
to town in north Georgia, the fam- 
ily following as the father was 
transferred from one pulpit to an- 
other. 

Much of the young Henry’s 
grammar’ school education was re- 
ceived in Atlanta, where the Rev. 
Mr. Mays was at various times 
the pastor of the Druid Hills and 
Inman Park Methodist churches. 

During his earliest years, young 
Mays became convinced that he 
could best fulfill his aim of serv- 
ing others by following in the 
footsteps of his father. With that 
in mind he attended the Emory 
Acamedy at Oxford, and, in 1922 
entered Emory University in At- 
lanta to prepare for work in the 
school of theology. After graduat- 
ing he followed part-time work 
with the State Welfare Depart- 
ment with later studies aft the 
New York School of Social Work. 

He became field representative 
and later director of public wel- 
fare under the old State Board of 
Control. When the State Welfare 
Department was reorganized in 
1937 he was transferred to the 
children’s division as director of 
child welfare.. 

There he remained, until his 
present appointment to succeed 
Dr. William Huck, as head of the 
Fulton Welfare Board. 

Officially, he becomes active 
next Wednesday, but already he 
may be found in his bare,. ill- 
painted office in the old tele-

At his second-hand desk he 


spends long hours scanning many ,

ANTI-FARMER GOVERNMENT

_ As long as a “fair wages and hours law” shall 
limit the hours of labor for one class of producers 
and not limit them for another, prices of the 
products of the first class will tend to rise and 
prices of the products of the second to decrease, 
with the necessary result that the producers of 
the second class will be impoverished for the 
benefit of the members of the first. The farm 
workers are the members of the second class, and 
most of the members of the first are factory and 


- town workers. The United States government is 
} now carried on for the benefit of cities and towns. 


Yesterday, we wondered where, oh, where had 
parity gone—what with the federal farm leaders 
at Washington again admitting that the prices of 
farm products were entirely too low. We spoke of 
the high cost of manufactured goods and the low 
cost of farm products, and we pointed out that 
all farm leaders agree that the gap must be 
widened if any measure of permanent prosperity 
is to be brought to the American farmer. These 
goods are but the product of labor—and how can 
the gap be narrowed if city labor continues to 
become more expensive while rural labor grows 
cheaper? In the cities, a man will get $1 an hour 
for virtually the same work, requiring no more

BLOODY ASSIZES This phenomenon is~ best illustrated by 
Hanes’ struggles with the tax problem, for 
the very reason that hitherto taxes have always been the sorest point 
of friction between the administration and businessmen. In the days 
of Herman Oliphant, tax matters were approached rather in the 
spirit of Judge Jeffries’ bloody assizes. The stake, the ducking- 
stool and the whipping-post were not in use, but the businessmen 
seemed to feel that Oliphant had discovered some pretty substitutes, 
in the shape of the undisturbed corporate profits tax, the soak-the- 
rich income taxes and the strict capital gains tax. | 

Simultaneously, congressional opposition strengthened against 
these Oliphantine tax weapons, and Hanes came to the treasury. 
Morgenthau and Hanes between them evolved a theory that, so long 
as the revenue flowed in, it was well to make the revenue producers 
as happy as possible. With this end in view, Hanes and his boss 
produced their tax revision program of last year. 

Then, however, the new spirit of kindliness to business had not 
fully permeated the administration, and especially the White House. 
The President, still fearful of the appearance of compromise, was 
decidedly balky. Morgenthau had nailed his colors to the mast. 
Hanes was ready to resign if necessary. The issue might have been 
drawn, and moderation banished even from the treasury, if Senator 
Pat Harrison and other congressional leaders had not firmly backed 
the treasury. The contrast between past and present becomes all 
the stronger, when you realize that the new Hanes tax plans are 


expected to be more or less unopposed. 
Of themselves, the Hanes plans are 


AUGURIES FOR PEACE technical, and not overly stirring ex- 


cept to the businessmen whom they may affect. Hanes, the real 
leadé? in bettering government-business relations, has prepared them 
after elaborate consultation with more than 300 outstanding men of 


every business class. 

As currently drawn, they call for: 1. Reinstating the old system 
of consolidated returns by corporations and their subsiciaries, in 
order to make tax-figuring easier; 2. Establishment of a policy on 
asset-depreciation uniform with the policies of the regulatory agen- 
cies, and 3. Minor amplifications of the tax laws to make them 
clearer and to reduce the innumerable tax suits against the govern- 
ment. There is also the usual recommendation, just for the look 
of the thing, of reducing indirect taxation and increasing direct to 
make up. 

Minor attacks on these proposals may come from several quar- 
ters. For example, consolidated corporate returns were abolished in 
the first place on the demand of John N. Garner, then in an anti- 
Wall Street mood. But the real test of the new government-busi- 
ness spirit will be whether the New Deal group, previously most 
unfriendly to the Hanes tax theories, decides to fly to the attack. 

Among the New Dealers, there has been casual talk of war profit 
taxes, higher capital gains levies, and the like. If this talk matures, 
real opposition to Hanes’ program is likely to develop with it. The 
tax problem is certainly the most likely subject for a major domestic 


controversy. But still, as of today, the auguries for peace appear 


to be fairly promising.

Southern 

Capital. | 
In all discussions—and they are 

constant — concerning southern, 


and Georgia, problems, there is 
one fact which is never overlook- 
ed. That is the dependence upon 
northern, or foreign, capital which 
has* been so predominant in past 
history of southern industrial 
growth and of southern invest- 
ment, 

There has been, for decades, a 
serious and constant drain upon 
southern earnings in the form of 
dividends and interest paid to the 
capitalists of other sections who 
have provided the financial means 
by which industrial plants have 
been constructed and financial in- 
stitutions founded. 


There is no denying this. It is 
self-evident. We have paid, and 
continue to pay, this tribute to 
wealthier sections, because we 
have lacked the capital to under- 
write our own development. 

But there is another side, even 
to this condition. That is, 
southerners themselves have, in 
many cases, been afraid to 
trust their capital to southern un- 
dertakings. They have preferred 
to send their money to the north, 
to be invested in insurance funds, 
investment trusts and northern 
industry. Why? The blunt answer 
must be because they felt these 
northern investments were safer. 
There was not so great a capital 
risk as in southern development. 

And thus we come to a search 
for the reason, or reasons, for this 
reluctance on the part of southern 
capital to move directly into 
southern investment. It moved in- 
directly, of course. For much of 
the southern money, that went 
north, came back to the south in 
the form of those northern invest- 
ments upon which we have de- 
pended, but only after it had left 
its tribute in the pockets of the 
northerners who controlled it, 
who handled it on behalf of their 
southern capitalist clients.

Reason. _ 

There are other reasons for this 
hesitancy by southern capital for 
direct southern investment, but 
there is one in particular to be 
discussed here today. 

That is the high proportion of 
proposals, made on the spot to 
southern owners of capital, which 
have turned out to be nothing but 
Wallingford schemes of crooked 
promoters. The southerner is, fun- 
damentally, more trusting than 
his northern brother. He has a 
greater faith in the other fellow’s 
honesty. Hence he is an easier: 
victim for the unscrupulous who 
would trade upon this faith. 

‘So often have tempting plans 
for establishment of some new in- 
dustry in the south turned out to 
be nothing more than plans, high- 
ly colored as bait for “sucker 
money,” that. most southerners 
with money to invest are today 
particularly wary of the man who 
comes to them with opportunity 
to invest in new énter- 

in their own state, their 


Thrift, Capital 
And The Crooks. 

We need, in the south, personal 
thrift so that individuals may ac- 
cumulate private capital, out of 
their surplus, for investment capi- 
tal. 

All right, we acquire thrift. Lots 
of us have saved money in the 
past until we had a few thousands 
laid aside. A few thousands that 
should join with other savings to 
provide the financial strength to 
add new enterprise to expanding 
southern industry. Southern fi- 
nancial strength, that would bring 
its returns to southerners, instead 
of going north. 

But what happens? 

Some crooked stock operator 
opens a “boiler shop” investment 
house, some “sell and switch” 
operator comes along or some 
other variation of confidence man. 

We listen to his high pressure 
sales talk and fall for it. 

The results? Another group of 
southerners stripped of their sav- 
ings, another group disillusioned 
and, forever more, deaf to legiti- 
mate southern opportunity. A few 
arrests, a few indictments, a few 
trials and a few crooks put be- 
hind the bars. 

That’s all. Except that the next 
sound and legitimate proposition 
that comes along finds it impos- 
sible to uncover capital in the 
south. So it turns, as of old, to the 
investment houses of the north 
and there is another enterprise 
making profit for northern inves- 
tors and draining the south of 
progress that should rightfully be 
her’s. 

It’s sad telling, friends, but after 
all it is rather logical, don’t you 
think?

He stated that an entirely untrue 
picture of agricultural income is 
presented statistically by classing 
share-croppers in the south’ as 
“farmers” while eliminating field 
hands in the north, who do the

Claims U-Boat and Pocket | 


Battleship Menace Is 
Defeated. 


By EDWIN STOUT. 

LONDON, Nov. 8.—(/)—Win- 
ston Churchill thundered, “We 
shall break their hearts,” in a con- 
fident recital tonight of Britain’s 
gains at sea against a background 
of new peace overtures received 
without optimism. 

The first lord of the admiralty 
reported loss by accidental explo- 
sion of the British submarine 
Oxley, but said the navy had 
whipped the German submarine 
and pocket battleship menace. 

Publication of the loss during 
the first week of the war of the 
Oxley, which normally carried 54 
officers and men, was forbidden at 
that time. Churchill said “every 
loss inflicted by the enemy has at 
once been announced,” but ex- 
plained that the Oxley explosion 
was “in circumstances which made 
its publication inadvisable at. the 
time.” | 

He did not disclose where or 
exactly when the Oxley was sunk 
or if any loss of life was suffered. 

He told commons, in his weekly 
report on sea warfare, that Ger- 
man submarines have been sunk 
at the rate of between two and 
four a week, “a fairly sound, con- 
servative estimate.” 

However, he added, Germany 

was capable of turning out two 
new ones a week, and he expected 
Britain “must face 100 U-boats in 
January, less whatever sinkings 
have occurred.” 
_ He announced also that the 
number of lives lost by Britain’s 
navy alone was greater so far 
than all other French and British 
services combined. 

(Known naval losses, exclu- 
sive of any suffered in the ex- 
plosion of the Oxley, were at 
least 1,340 lives, including 810 
on the sunken battleship 
Royal Oak, 515 aboard. the 
aircraft. carrier Courageous, 
and 15 during German air 
raids on the Firth of Forth.) 


SLUMP IN U. S. EXPORTS 


TO SOVIET DUE TO WAR 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—(2)— 
A recent precipitous drop in Unit- 
ed States exports te Soviet Rus- 
sia was attributed by a Commerce 
Department expert today to war- 
time curtailment of shipping and 
not to any political factors. 

Reports to the department were 
. that orders for September and Oc- 
tober were larger than for any 
previous months of 1939, but war 
apparently prevented deliveries. 
Exports declined from $5,569,000 
in September, 1938, to $1,785,000 
last September.

- Helmuth Hirsch, 21-year-old 
Jewish son of a naturalized Ameri- 
can, was executed June 4, 1937, in 
Germany on a charge believed at 
first to have involved a suspected 
plot against. the Fuehrer. 

On March 13, 1933, Count Arco- 
Valley was placed under “protec- 
tive arrest” in Munich because, the 
police said, he had announced he 
planned an attempt on Hitler’s life. 

In 1919 the count shot Kurt Eis- 
ner, Socialist premier of Bavaria, 
was condemned to death and later 
pardoned.

Six days before that, on March 
7, two waiters were arrested at 
Munich on a charge of planning 
the assassination of Hitler. 

The following April police at 
Berchtesgaden said they. had frus- 
trated an attempt on Hifler’s life 
by the arrest of Paul Orlowsky, 
who had been found carrying a 
loaded pistol near the chancellor’s 
mountain home.

planned no attempt on the Fuehr- 
er’s life. 

Just four days after that incident 
Munich police said they believed 
they had thwarted a plot on Hit- 
ler’s life through the arrest of a 
Hindu, allegedly a Communist, 
and his chauffeur at the border 
station of Rimsting.

Fight Near Luxembourg; 
100,000 Colonial Troops 
Enlisted for Duty. 


PARIS, Nov. 8.—(4)—German 
thrusts in three newly active 
western front sectors, each made 
by at least a full company, have 
been repulsed by machine-gun 
fire, the French reported tonight. 

These actions occurred southeast 
of Apach near the Luxembourg 
frontier, at another point 12 miles 
east of Apach and in the Vosges 
foothills. 

(Minister of Colonies 
Georges Mandel announced 
tonight that 100,000 colonial 
troops are arriving in France 
for action on the western 
front, the United Press re- 
ported. 

(Mandel, speaking to the 
nation by radio, said the na- 
tive troops mobilized thus far 
in the colonies numbered 
about 100 battalions or more 
than seven successive drafts 
produced during the World 
War. 

(He indicated that France’s 
colonial resources, including 
manpower and _ materials, 
alone were sufficient to in- 
sure a French victory be- 
cause “this war is that of 
colonial peoples.”) 

In comparatively good weather 
French and German planes made 
long scouting flights deep into 
one another’s territory. 

German planes apparently flew 
over Paris the past two nights. 
Leaflets were dropped Monday 
night repeating parts of the 
speech Russian Premier Molotoff 
made October 31 discussing in- 
creasing German-Soviet co-opera- 
tion.

“Without any preliminary sound 
or other warning,” the beer hall 
proprietor said, “there came a 
tremendous explosion which caus- 
ed the ceiling to fall and crash 
with a terrific roar.

acrid smell. Bodies lay under the 
debris and there was a_ great 
struggle as the injured tried to 
struggle free and the uninjured 
tried to find a way out.” 

A great force of police imme- 
diately closed in and the region 
was blocked to traffic. 

For several hours Munich was 
shut off from telephone commu- 
nication with the rest of the coun- 


y. 
Only when the situation was 
fairly well in hand were com- 
munications restored. 

- Brightly Lighted. 

Then Munich, which since the 
war has had - blackouts nightly, 
suddenly was brightly illuminat- 
ed. The street lights were turned 
on, appatently to aid the police. 
Ambulances converged on the 
scene and departed with scream- 
ing sirens. 

Meanwhile Hitler was securely 
on his special train bound for Ber- 
lin. It was stated hg probably 
owed his escape to the fact that the 
pressure of state business caused 
him to cut short his stay in Mu- 
nich. 

Had the usual program been fol- 
lowed he would have remained to 
mingle and chat for some time 
with the party veterans. 

It was not even known whether 
he had: been informed of the blast 
late tonight, or which of the gov- 
ernmental leaders had accompa- 
nied him on the train. . 

There was no official indication 
of the nature of the explosive used, 
nor would anyone say how—if the 
theory of a foreign agent should 
be correct—such an enemy could 
have penetrated into the building 
which is the Nazi holy of holies 
and which is guarded by the most 
trusted Nazi lieutenants. 

Except for persons in the imme- 
diate vinicity of the beer hall, few 
Munich citizens knew what had 
happened. Most were . perplexed 
by the sudden lighting of the city. 

A rumor spread that some peace 
effort was under way. Many went 
out to celebrate, but found that 
the police had ordered a closing of 
entertainment establishments. A 
short official communication final- 
ly was issued. 

Officials refused to say what 
basis they had for assuming the 
explosion had been caused or in- 
spired by foreign agents. But po- 
lice were hot on the trail for clues 
which might conceivably lead 
across the national borders. 

Nor was there immediately any 
adequate explanation of the man- 
ner in which the bomb could have 
been smuggled into the cellar. 

It had been one of the most 
carefully guarded spots in Munich 
for days, and the most loyal party 
members were in charge of secur- 
ity measures. No one explained 
how a foreigner, or any untrust- 
worthy person, could have got into 
the hall, which is one of Nazi- 
dom’s most sacred spots. : 

The security measures extended 
over the nation. The railway line 
over which Hitler was traveling 
toward Berlin was guarded every 
yard of the way. 

Appearing confident ahd in 
fighting mood, Hitler told veterans 
of the Nazi party before the blast 
that the Reich is prepared for a 
five-year war, at the end of which 
there could’be, in his opinion, only 
one victor—Germany.

The pellagra-preventive vitamin 
now being tagged by its chemical 
ngme of nicotinic acid, belongs to 
the B clan. It is supplied in liv- 
er, kidney, muscle meats and fish, 
milk and green leafy vegetables. 

Still another offshoot of the pro- 
lific B complex is vitamin B6, also 
known as Vitamin H, and, chem- 
ically as anti-acrodyna. This vi- 
tamin has to do with the relief of 
nervousness and weakness and is 
found in vegetable fats, seeds of 
the cereal grains, legumes, yeast, 
meats and fish. 

Vitamin E, 

Not much is known about the 
anti-sterility vitamin E. Tests have 
shown it to be necessary for re- 
production in animals but there is 
not yet sufficient proof that it is 
required by human beings. 

In H. N. Holmés’ book, “Have 
You Had Your Vitamins?” the au- 
thor reports that vitamin E has 
been found invaluable in certain 
cases in which expectant moth- 
ers lost their babies. Vitamin A, 
B, C and G, however, all have a 
direct bearing on some phase of 
reproduction and a detailed dis- 
cussion of their importance is giv- 
en by Dr. Mary Swartz Rose in 
“The Foundations of Nutrition.” 

When the necessity for these 
food elements is considered and a 
study of their sources, the value of 
the balanced menu becomes evi- 
dent. You can see that on a well- 
balanced diet which includes op- 
timal amounts of milk, cheese, 
eggs, butter, fruits, vegetables, 
whole grains and lean meats you 
are not only protected against the 
various deficiency diseases but 
your diet contributes to a longer, 
healthier and happier life.

Good Tooth Often Sacrificed 


To Remove 


Focal Infection 


By Dr. William Brady. 


It is not a theory nor a fad, but 
a well established principle of 
practice that certain systemic ail- 
ments, such as arthritis, neuritis, 
valvular heart disease, perhaps 
some cases of peptic ulcer, are 
caused by focal infection. That is 
to say the joint, nerve, heart valve 
or lining of stomach or duodenum 
become inflamed from lddgment 
therein of germs carried through 
the blood stream from a nidus or 
focus elsewhere in the body, in 
the tonsils, about the teeth or 
gums, in root canal, where the 
germs have gained a foothold and 
multiplied for weeks, months or 
years before the more or less acci- 
dental embolism or traveling of a 
colony or clump of the germs 
through the bloodstream to the 
place of lodgment occurs. Strains 
of the notorious streptococcus are 
most frequently concerned in focal 
infection, especially streptococcus 
hemolyticus (blood destroying) 
and streptococcus viridans (green 
colonies). 


Indiscriminate application of 
the focal infection principle in 
practice has brought it into low 
repute. Certainly many sound 
teeth have been needlessly sacri- 
ficed in a blind hope of “getting 
rid of the poison.” On the other 
hand, “regrets over the late dis- 
covery of a septic focus heretofore 
overlooked or ignored” are even 
greater in some instances than 
those over the unavailing sacrifice 
of useful teeth. 


It is a matter of the best judg- 
ment of doctor and dentor, after 
in the individual 
case, whether to attempt to erad- 
icate a presumptive focus when 
this means removal of a useful 
tooth. Further than to say that it 
is always a question of opinion 
whether an infected tooth is ac- 
tually the focus, I leave the prob- 
lem there. 


The test of the principle, the 
only test, is the result of the re- 
moval of the focus. Not the imme- 
diate result merely; in some cases 
the immediate reaction is appar- 
ently aggravation of the joint 
troublé or whatever the condition 
may be; but the ultimate result of 
such treatment bécomes manifest 
generally several weeks; perhaps 
two or three months after the ex- 
traction or other operation. 


In case several teeth are infect- 
ed and doctor and dentor agree 
upon the advisability of removing 
them, it is usually wise, in the 
presence of systemic trouble of 
any considerable severity, to car- 
ry out the extractions in several 
sittings at intervals of several 
weeks, and not to ®émove more 
than two teeth at any one time. 
In this way the patient suffers no 
overwhelming septic flood, but 
rather gets the benefit of a mod- 
erate or therapetuic dose of au- 
togenous bacterin or bacterial 
“vaccine,” the bacteria or their 
products absorbed from the fresh 
wound area. 


So-called “dead” teeth, properly 
called pulpless, but not dead as 
long as the tooth structure gets 
any nourishmént—a controversial 
point among modern dental path- 
ologists—have so commonly been 
inculpated and _ circumstantially 


| proved.responsible for focal infec- 


tion, even though the patient is 
not aware of any trouble in the 
tooth, that many good dentors, not 
all; urge extraction of such teeth 
as the safest course in any case. 
If I had a pulpless tooth serving 
a useful purpose in my mouth I’d 
want more than the mere knowl- 
edge of its presence or even an 
equivocal X-ray shadow around 
the root, to convince me to sacri- 
fice the tooth. On the other hand 
if I were developing some vague 
chronic joint condition not other- 
wise accounted for, I’d gamble the 
tooth against the chance of ar- 
resting the progress of the joint 
trouble. And remember, I consid- 
er every functionally efficient 
tooth, real or artificial, worth one 
hundred thousand cents.

FOR $1,690,000 000 


Tentative Defense Plan Calls 
for Initial Force of 


600,000 Men. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—(UP) 
The army is prepared to ask con- 
gress next January for $1,650,- 


000,000 as its share of a short-term 
$3,000,000,000 defense expansion 
program to insure the western 
hemispheré from attack, authori- 
tative administration quarters dis- 
closed tonight. 

‘ The tentative plan calls for an 
initial protective force of 600,000 
men—largest in this nation’s 
peacetime history. 

Under the plan companion to 
the navy’s program calling for ex- 
pansion by addition to 95 light 
fighting ships, congress would be 
asked for between $750,000,000 
and $850,000,000 during the 1941 
fiscal year. 

The army expansion proposals 
call for increased funds to be ex- 
pended for housing, supplies 
equipment, and aircraft. 

Two squadrons of nine “super- 
flying fortresses,” several hun- 
dred small, speedy pursuit ships, 
would be added to the present air 
force goal of 5,500 first-line planes 
by July 1, 1941. At present, the 
army has 51 four-engined bomb- 
ers and 25 are under contract.
